Applicant claims the following compounds in claim 21 of the instant 
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In addition in instant claim 22, applicant claims a pharmaceutical composition 
comprising a therapeutically effective amount of a compound of claim 21 in association 
with a carrier, diluents and/or a excipient. 

The compounds claimed are specific and novel since the prior art search did not 
provide references which either anticipate or rendered these compounds obvious. The 
primary reason for allowance of the claims is that the prior art taken individually or 
collectively fails to teach or anticipate the specific compounds claimed in instant claim 
21-22. The closest prior art, specifically, Chen et al (US 7157488) teaches compounds 
of formula (I) and pharmaceutically acceptable compositions there of. 



Chen et all also fails to teach or anticipate the specific compounds claimed in the instant 
claims.
